THE KERALA IRRIGATION BILL, 1975 


BILL 


to consolidate and amend the law relating to the construction of irrigation works, the 

conservation and distribution of water for purposes of irrigation and the levy of 
irrigation cess on lands benefited by irrigation works, in the State of Kerala. 

Preamble.- WHEREAS it is expedient to consolidate and amend the law 
relating to the construction of irrigation works, the conservation and distri 
bution of water for purposes of irrigation and the levy of irrigation cess on 
lands benefited by irrigation works, in the State of Kerala ; 

BE it enacted in the Twenty- sixth Year of the Republic of India as 
follows : 


CHAPTER 1 


PRELIMINARY 


1. Short title, extent and commencement.- (1) This Act may be called the 
Kerala Irrigation Act , 1975. 

(2) It extends to the whole of the State of Kerala . 

(3) It shall come into force on such date as the Government may , 
by notification in the Gazette, appoint. Provided that different dates may be 
appointed for different provisions of this Act, and any reference in any such 
provision to the commencement of this Act shall be construed as a reference 
to the coming into force of that provision . 
2. Definitions. - In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires, 

(1) " Collector" means the Collector of a district and includes any 
officer appointed by the Government to exercise all or any of the powers or 
perform all or any of the functions of a Collector under this Act ; 

( 2) " construction " , with reference to an irrigation work , includes 
improvement, extension , repair and maintenance of irrigation work ; 

(3 ) " field bothy" means a channel which runs from an outlet in a 
Government channel or canal and which conveys or distributes water to 
blocks of land not exceeding ten hectares in extent; 

(4 ) " irrigation " with its grammatical variations includes " drainage" 
with its corresponding variations ;

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(5 ) " Irrigation Officer " means an officer appointed by the Govern . 
ment to perform all or any of the functions of an Irrigation Officer under this 
Act; 

(6 ) " irrigation work ” includes 

( a ) all canals, channels, reservoirs and tanks, tube -wells and filter 
points which are intended or which may be used for the supply, collection , 
storage or retention of water for agricultural purposes ; 

(b ) all works, embankments , structures, and supply and escape 
channels connected with such canals , channels, reservoirs or tanks and spouts 
installed to supply water to any land ; 

(c) all water-courses which are supplied with water from such canals, 
channels, reservoirs, tanks or spouts ; 

(d ) all drainage works, that is to say, canals , channels, escape 
channels from a canal, channel, reservoir or tank , dams,weirs, embankments, 
sluices, groynes, field bothies and other works for the protection or benefit of 
agricultural lands or for the reclamation or dewatering of kole lands 
kayal lands, kari lands or such other lands; 

(e) all works intended for preventing or regulating the entry of 
salt water into agricultural lands; 

(f) all lands occupied by the Government or a local authority for 
the purposes of such canals , channels, reservoirs or tanks and all buildings, 
machinery, fences, gates and other erections upon such lands; and 

(g ) any other work which the Government may declare, by notifi 
cation in the Gazette, to be an irrigation work ; 

(7) " lift irrigation work ” means an irrigation work by which water is 
supplied or drained for agricultural purposes with the aid of pumpsets or 
other mechanical devices ; 

(8 ) " local authority" means a municipal Corporation or a municipal 
council or a township committee or a panchayat or any other authority noti 
fied by the Government in theGazette to be a localauthority for the purposes 
of this Act ; 

(9) " major irrigation work ” includes all irrigation works irrigating 
or useful for the drainage or protection ofan extent of over two hundred hectares 
cf lands but shallnot include a lift irrigation work ; 

(10) majority of proprietors" means the proprietors of more than 
two-thirds of the extent of lands benefited by an irrigation work ; 

( 11) "" ininor irrigation work ” includes all irrigation works other than 
inajor, petty and lift irrigation works ; 

(12 ) " permit " means a permit issued under this Act ; 

(13) " petty irrigation work ” includes all irrigation works irrigating 
or uscful for the drainage or protection of an extent of not more than five 
hectares of land, but shall not include a liſt irrigation work ; 
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(14 ) " prescribed " means prescribed by rules made under this Act ; 

( 15) " proprietor” , in relation to a land , means the owner of that land 
and includes the cultivator or person in actual possession of such land ; 

( 16 ) “ Punja Special Oficer” means an officer appointed by the 
Government to exercise the powers and discharge the duties of the Punja 
Special Officer under this Act ; 

( 17 ) " State " means the State of Kerala ; 

( 18) “ Tahsildar " , in relation to any land, means the Tahsildar of 
the taluk in which that land is situate ; 

(19) “ water course” means a river, stream , channel, lake or natural 
collection of water and includes any tributary or branch of any river , stream 
or channel. 


CHAPTER II 


CONSERVATION OF WATER IN WATER COURSES 
3. Water in water courses to be Government properly.-Notwithstanding anything 
to the contrary contained in the Kerala Panchayats Act, 1960, (32 of 1960) 
or in any other law for the time being in force, or in any custom or usage, all 
the water in any water course in the State shall be the property of the Govern 
ment and the Government shall be entitled to conserve and regulate the use 
of all such water for the purpose of irrigation or for any other purpose. 

4. Prohibition of abstraction ofwater from waler courses.- (1 ) No person shall 
abstract water from a water course for any industrial purpose except with the 
permission of the Collector within whose jurisdiction such abstraction is to be 
made and subject to such terms and conditions and subject to the payment 
of such fees, as may be prescribed . 

(2 ) Save as provided in this Act, no person shall abstract water for 
any purpose by the installation of pump sets or other electrical devices for 
pumping water from a water course except with the permission of the Collector 
within whose jurisdiction such pump sets or other devices for abstraction of 
water are installed and subject to such terms and conditions and subject to 
the payment of such fees, as may be prescribed . 

(3) If any person abstracts water from a water course in violation of 
sub -section (1 ) or sub -section (2 ), the Collector or any person authorised by 
him in that behalf shall have the power to enter any property, place or premises 
in which any construction is made or any pump set or other electrical device 
is installed for the abstraction of the water and remove or cause to be removed 
such construction or pump set or other device . 

(4 ) The Collector or the person authorised under sub - section ( 3) 
may also confiscate any pump set or other electrical device if he is satisfied 
that such confiscation is necessary for the prevention of the abstraction of water. 


(5 ) Every person authorised under sub -section (3) shall be deemed 
to be a public servant within the meaning of section 21 of the Indian Penal 
Code (Central Act 45 of 1860) . 

5. Prohibition of construction of reservoirs , anicuts, etc.- (1) No person shall 
construct any reservoir or anicut or weir or any like structure in or across 
any water course for the purpose of diverting water therefrom except with 
the previous sanction of the Government or such other authority asmay be 
authorised by the Government in that behalf and subject to such terms and 
conditions as the Government or such authority may impose. 

(2) Where any reservoir or anicut or weir or any like structure is 
constructed in or across a water-course in violation of sub -section (1), the 
Collector or the authority authorised by the Government under sub-section (1) 
shall have the power to cause such structure to be removed and to recover 
the cost of such removal from the person or persons responsible for such 
construction . 

( 3) Any amount recoverable under sub- section (2 ) may be recovered 
under the provisions of the Kerala Revenue Recovery Act, 1968 (15 of 1968), 
as if it were an arrears of public revenue due on land. 

6. Prohibition of construction of wells in notified areas.- (1 ) Where the Govern 
ment are of the opinion that in the interests of proper irrigation from any 
irrigation work constructed or proposed to be constructed , it is necessary to 
control the construction of wells in any area or areas, the Government may, 
by notification in the Gazette, specify such area or areas. 

(2 ) Where a notification is issued under sub-section (1), no person 
shall, within the area or areas specified in the notification, construct any well 
except with the previous sanction of the Government or any other authority 
authorised by the Government in that behalf and subject to such terms and 
conditions as the Government or such authority may impose. 


CHAPTER III 


CONSTRUCTION OF IRRIGATION WORKS AND THEIR CLASSIFICATION 
7. Construction of Irrigation works by Government.-- ( 1) It shall be lawful 
for the Government, whenever they find it necessary to do so, to construct 
or any land belonging to them or vested in a local authority or acquired by 
them for the purpose, an irrigation work of any kind : 

Provided that an irrigation work shall not be constructed on any land 
vested in a local authority without the previous permission of that local 
authority. 

(2) Where the Government consider that an irrigation work constructed 
by them s! ould be commissioned partly or fully, the Government shall 
publish in the Gazette a notification in that behalf containing such particulars 
as may be prescribed . 
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8. Consequeuces of construction of irrigation works. - Whenever the 
Government construct an irrigation work for utilising the water in a water 
course, 

(a ) the Government shall be entitled to regulate, utilise and distribute 
all the water in such water course and all the tributaries and branches thereof 
in any manner they think fit, notwithstanding that such regulation , utilisation 
or distribution may interfere with the right of any person or persons to take 
water from such water course for the purpose of irrigating his or their lands 
or for any other purpose ; 

(b ) it shall be lawful for the Government to lead the water in such 
water course for the purpose of irrigation through any other water course 
with which it is or may be connected, although the bed of either watercourse 
may not belong to them ; 

(c) no person shall, without the sanction of the Collector or any 
officer authorised by him in that behalf do anything which obstructs, inter 
feres with , diminishes or is likely to obstruct, interfere with or diminish the 
flow of water in such watercourse or in any other water- course with which 
is or may be connected ; 

(d ) no person shall use water for any purpose other than domestic 
purpose from any irrigation work owned or controlled or maintained by the 
Government except under and in accordance with the termsand conditions 
of a permit issued by such authority as may be prescribed . 

9. Payment of amount for damage, elc.- ( 1) Any person who by reason 
of the construction of an irrigation work by the Government or the exercise 
of the powers conferred on theGovernment by or under this Act suffers material 
damage on account of the deprivation or infringement of the riparian right 
to use water from a water - course for the purpose of irrigating his lands or for 
any other purpose shall be paid an amount of money for such damage: 

Provided that no amount shall be payable under this sub -section to a 
person who has not exercised his riparian right for a period of five years 
immediately preceding the commencement of this Act. 

(2) The amount payable under sub -section (1) shall be assessed , - 

( a ) in cases where water was being used for the purpose of irrigating 
land, at five times the reduction in the net annual profits from the land caused 
or likely to be caused by such deprivation or infringement ; 

(b ) in cases where water was being used for any other purpose , 
atthree times the net annual loss sufffered by such deprivation or infringement. 

(3 ) Every claim under this section shall be preferred to the Collector 
within whose jurisdiction the property benefited by the exercise of the riparian 
right is situate. 

(4 ) . The Collector or any other officer authorised by the Collector 
in that behalf shall enquire into all claims preferred under sub- section (3) . 
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(5 ) Alier such inquiry and alier giving the claimantan opportunity 
of being heard , the Collector shall by order delenite the amount, if any, 
to be paid to the claimant. 

10. Bar io claims.- No claim under section 9 shall be entertained after 
the expiration of one year from the date on which the deprivation or infringe 
ment referred to in sub- seciion (1 ) of that section commenced . 

Lxplanatior.- Where such deprivation or infringement takes place during 
a period comprising ofmore than one day , the lastday of that period shall be 
deemed to be the date on which the cieprivation or infringement commenced . 

11. paul.- Any person aggrieved by an order of the Collector 
under sub- section (5 ) of section 9 nay within minery days from the date 
of communication of the order to him , prefer an appeal to the Board of 
Kevenue and the decision of the Board o Revenue thereon shall be final. 


12. Entrusimerl of irrigaiion works. ( 1) The Government may , if it 
appears to them necessary to do so , entrust the construction or maintenance of 
any irrigation work , ocher than a petty irrigation work to any local authority 
or other authority and may at any time resumesuch work . 

(9 ) The entrustment under sub -section ( 1) may be subject to such 
corr.icions as the Governmentrey decide. 

(3) The Government aney eutrust the inaintenance of any lift irriga 
con work to a co -operative society of farmers benefited by such work at the 
cost of such society and subject to such terms and couditions asmay be pres 


13. Construction or pretly irrifction works:-Save as otherwise provided 
in this Act, the construction and maintenance of all petty irrigation works 
within the limits of a local authority shall devolove on that local authority. 


CHAPTER IV 


CONSTRUCTION AND MAINTENANCE OF FILD BOTFITS 


19. Proprietors to eat fuld buttos - The construction and main

(2) If the proprietors fail to construct field bothies in their lands as 
required by the notice under sub - section ( 1) it shall be lawful for the Irrigation 
Officer to construct field bothies in their lands or lands acquired for the purpose 

16. Procedure for speedy construction of field bothies by Government.- (1 ) The 
*Irrigation Officer shall determiné suitable alignment for field bothies, shall 
mark out the land which , in his opinion , is necessary for the construction 
thereof and shall forthwith publish a notification in the prescribed form by 
affixture on the notice board in his office that such land has been so 
marked out. 

(2 ) The Irrigation Officer shall also send a copy of the notification 
under sub -section (1) to the Tahsildar and the Collector within whose juris 
diction the land necessary for the construction of the field bothy is situate 
for publication in every village in which such land is situate. 

(3 ) On receipt of a copy of the notification under sub -section (1) .. 
the Collector shall also issue notices to the proprietors of the land mentioned 
in the notification to show cause why such land should not be acquired for the 
field bothy and after giving them an opportunity of being heard , if satisfied 
thatsuch land is required for the field bothy , proceed to acquire and make 
possession of such land under the provisions of the Kerala Land Acquisition 
Act, 1961. 

(4 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in the Kerala Land Acqui 
sition Act, 1961, the acquisition of any land for the purpose of constructing 
a field bothy under this section shall be deemed to be for a public purpose. 

(5), On possession of the land being taken under the provisions of the 
Kerala Land Acquisition Act, 1961, the Irrigation Oficer shall fix the boundary 
marks and proceed to construct the field bothy. 

17. Cost of construction to be recovered from benuſited proprietors . Where any 
field bothy is constructed by the Government, the cost of construction of such 
field bothy may be recovered froin the proprietors of the landsbenefited by 
the field bothy in such proportion and in such manner asmay be prescribed . 

Explanation .-- For the purposes of this sub- section , the cxpression " cost of 
construction " , in relation to a field bothy, shall include the cost of the land 
acquired for the construction of that field bothy. 

18. Maintenance of field bothics.- (1) The proprietors of the lands benc. 
fited by a field bothy shall be bound to maintain such field bothy in a fit state 
of repair for the conveyance of water. 

(2) If such proprietors fail to fulfil the obligation imposed upon them 
by sub -section (1), the Irrigation Officer may by notice, require them , by 
notice, to execute the necessary repairs within a period to be specified in such 
notice , and in the event of failure may execute the same, and all expenses 
incurred in the execution of such repair shall be recovered from the pro 
prictors in such proportion and in such manner asmay be prescribed . 
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CHAPTER V 


ISSUE OF PERMITS AND LEVY OF IRRIGATION Cess 


19. Publication of statement showing lands benefited .- (1) As soon as may 
be after the publication of a notification under sub -section (2 ) of section 7 in 
respect of any irrigation work, the Irrigation Officer shall prepare a statement 
in the prescribed forin showing the lands benefited or capable of being 
benefited by such irrigation work . 

(2) In the case of an irrigation work commissioned partly or fully 
before the commencement of this Act or acquired partly or fully by the Govern 
ment before such commencement the Irrigation Officer shall , as soon as may 
be after such commencement, prepare in the prescribed form a statement of 
the lands benefited or capable of being benefited by such irrigation work. 

(3) The Irrigation Officer shall send a copy of the statement prepared 
under sub -section ( 1) or sub -section (2 ) to the Tahsildar of the taluk in which 
the lands mentioned in the statement are situate , and thereupon the Tahsildar 
shall cause the statement to be published in the Taluk Office and the con 
cerned village offices along with a public notice requiring the proprietors of 
the lands shown as benefited or capable of being benefited to file objections, 
if any, regarding the inclusion of such lands in the statement to the Tahsildar 
within such time as may be specified in the notice. 

(4 ) The notice referred to in sub-section (3) shall also be served on 
the proprietors of the lands included in the statement . 

(5 ) The objections by a proprietor in pursuance of a notice published 
under sub -section ( 3) or served under section (4 ) shall be confined to any one 
or more of the following grounds, namely : 

(a ) that his land or any portion thereof is not benefited or capable 

of being benefited by the irrigation work ; 
(b ) that he is not the proprietor of the land ; 
(c) that the area or any like particulars noted in the statement is 

wrong 
(6 ) The Tahsildar shall consider the objections and after holding such 
inquiry as he deems necessary and giving the objector an opportunity of 
being heard , make an order either rejecting the objectings or excluding the 
land or portions thereof from the statement or making other necessary modifi 
cations therein . 

(7) An order passed under sub-section (6) shall be communicated to the 
objector in such manner as may be prescribed . 

(8 ) Any person aggrieved by an order made under sub - section 
(6), may appeal to the Collector within sixty days from the date of the order , 
and the decision of the Collector thercon shall be final. 


Explanation . A land shallbe deemed to be capable of being bencfitea 
irrespective of the non -enjoyment of the benefit. if such non -cnjoyment is 
solely due to any action or inaction on the part of the proprietor of that land. 


20. Issue of permils.-- (1) Subject to such modifications as may be made 
under sub -section (6 ) or sub -section (8 ) of section 19, in the statement prepared 
under sub -section (1) or sub -section (2) of that section , permits shall be issued 
to the proprietors of all lands included in the said statement. 

(2) Thc permits shall be in such form and shall be subject to such 
conditions as may be prescribed and shall be issued by the Tshsildar. 

( 3) Every permit shall be served on or tendered to the proprie or 
of each land in respect ofwhich it is issued , in such manner as may be prescribed 

(4) . A proprictor who has been served with a permit may, within 
fifteen days of the date of service, apply to the prescribed authority for the 
cancellation or modification of the permit on the ground that the amount of 
water cess or any other particulars shown in the permit is wrong. 

(5) On receipt of an application under sub -section ( 1), the prescribed 
authority, after such inquiry as it may think fit and giving the proprietor an 
opportunity of being heard, maj, by order in writing, cance or modify or 
refuse to cancel or modify the permit . 

(6 ) Any person aggrieved by an order of the prescribed authority 
under sub -section (5 ) may, within fifteen days from the date on which the order 
has been served on him , appeal to the Collector, and the Collectormay, alirr 
giving him an opportunity of being heard , pass such order on the appeal as 
he thinks fit . 

(7) An order of the Collector under sub -section (6 ) shall be final. 

(8 ) A proprietor shall not be entitled to question the permit issued 
to himn except in the manuer provided for in sub-sections (4) and (6 ). 

(9 ) Wherc a permit has not been issued to a proprictor entitled thereto . 
he may apply to the Tahsildar (prescribed authority ) within such time . 
may be prescribed for the issue of the permit, and the Tahsildar (prescribed 
authority) may , after such inquiry as he may think fit, issue the permit or in 
order in writing reject the application for the issue of the permit. 


21. Cancellation or modification of permit. - Any authority empowercu in 
the Government in this behalf may, at any time, for reasons to be recorded 
in writing , by order, cancel or modify a permit issued under section 3 ): 

Provided that no such order shallbe passed without giving the proprietor 
who may be affected by the order, an opportunity of being heard . 


22. Duration of permit . - Every permit issued under section 20, with sul 
modifications, if any , as may bemade therein under that section or section 21 
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shall, unless cancelled under section 21, remain in force for a period of five 
years from the date of issue of the permit. 


23. Lo of udler cess by Government .- (1) The Government shall be 
entitled to levy an annual water cess on all lands in respect of which permits 
have been issued under section 20, so long as such permits are in force. 

(2) Thevater cess levia ble under sub-section (1, in respect of a major 
irrigation work, shall be at such rates as may be fixed by the Government. 
not exceeding the rates specified in the Schedule . 

(3) In the case of lands benefited by a minor irrigation work , the rates 
of water ces shall be one-half of the rates fixed under sub -section (2). 

(4) In the case of lands benefited by a lift irrigation work , the rates 
of water cess shall be double the rates fixed under sub - section (2) 

(5 ). Subject to the maximum rates referred to in sub -sections (2 ), (3) 
and (4 ), the Government may revise the rates of water cess every five years 
when fresh permits are issued . 

(6). When any land in respect of which water cess is levied is 
transferred , the transferor and the transferee shall give notice of the transfer to 
the Collector who shall make necessary modifications in the permit. 

(7 ) Arrears of water cess leviable under this section shall bear interest 
at the rate of five per cent per annum . 

(8) Every person to whom a permit has been issued under section 
20 shall, so long as the permit is in force , be liable to pay every year the water 
cess shown in the permit at the specified time without any separate demand for 
the payment of the cess . 

2+ .. Exemption from payment of water cess. — Where there has been a 
substantial failure of cross in any area, the Government may, notwithstanding 
anything contained in this Act, by notification in the Gazette, exempt the 
proprietors of the lands in that area from the payment of the whole or any 
portion of the water cess for such period as they may think fit . 

Explanation . For the purposes of this Section , not less than fifty per 
cent failure shall be deemed to be substantial failure. 

25. Levy of water cess by local authority.- A local authority may , with 
the previous sanction of the Government, levy an annual water cess at such 
rates not exceeding the rates for minor irrigation works, on all lands benefited 
by a petty irrigation work . 

26. Water cess recoverable as arrears of public revenue. - The amount of 
water cess duc on any land under this Act shall be deemed to be public revenue 
duc on that land , and the land , the buildings upon it and its products shall 
be regardless as the security for the water cess. 
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CHAPTER VI 


OBTAINING MATERIALS IN EMERGENCIES 


27. Impressment of materials for urgent works of repair, etc.- (1) When 
ever it appears to an Irrigation Officer that unless some work or repair is imme 
diately executed , any irrigation work would sustain such serious damage as 
to cause sudden and extensive public injury, such officer or any other person 
authorised by him in that behalf may enter upon or into any immovable 
property in the neighbourhood of any such irrigation work and take possession 
of, appropriate and remove any trees , timber, bamboos, mais , ropes, straw , 
earth, stones or other materials found in or upon such property , and use the 
same for the purpose of such work or repair . 

(2) The Irrigation Officer or other person authorised by himn who 
appropriates and removes any materials under sub -section (1) shall prepare 
an inventory thereof and keep it as record with his signature affixed thereto . 

(3 ) Every person authorised under sub -section ( 1) shall be deemed 
to be a public servant within the meaning of section 21 of the Indian Penal 
Code ( Central Act 45 of 1860 ) . 

28. Payment for Materials taken . - All persons whose materials may be 
taken under section 27 shall, as soon as may be reasonably practicable and in 
any case within fifteen days from the date on which the work or repair was 
completed , be paid by the Irrigation Officer for such materials at twenty -five 
percent in excess of their prevailing market rate and in case of dispute as to 
the prevailing market rate, the Irrigation Officer shall at once refer the dispute 
to the decision of the District Collector and the decision of the District Collector 
on such dispute shall be final. 

29. , Payment for damage in taking materials . - Whenever as a result of 
the removal under section 27 of any trees, timber, bamboos, earth , stone or 
other materials , any other damage results directly to any person , the Irrigation 
Officer shall pay or tender payment for such damage, and in case of dispute 
as to the sufficiency of the amount so paid or tendered , he shall at once refer 
the dispute to the decision of the District Collector and the decision of the 
District Collector on such dispute shall be final. 


CHAPTER VII 


REGULATION OF WATER SUPPLY 


30. Distribution of water from Irrigation works.- ( 1) The distribution of 
water from all irrigation works constructed or maintained wholly or partly 
at the cost of the Government shall be regulated by such rules or orders as may 
be made or issued by the Government from time to time. 
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(2 ) The distribution of water from irrigation works constructed or 
maintained at the cost of a local authority shall be regulated by such rules as 
may be made by that local authority . 


CHAPTER VIII 


EXECUTION OF WORKS BY JOINT LABOUR 


31. Definitions.— In this chapter, unless the context otherwise requires - 

(a ) “ Padasekharam ” means collection of paddy fields contiguously 
situated , and owned by one or more persons ; 

(b) "work ” includes the putting up of ring bunds and drainage of 


water . 


32. Procedure on failure to contribute cost or labour for work to be done by 
joint labour .- (1) Whenever, by local custom or for other good reason, any 
work connected with irrigation or flood control is to be done by the joint 
labour or cost of the proprietors of all the lands likely to benefited by such 
work, if any such proprietor fails or neglects to do his share of the work or 
contribute his share of the cost or labour, it shall be lawful for the Collector, 
the Punja Special Officer or any other officer authorised by the Government 
in that behalf, on the application of one or more of the proprietors interested 
in such work or injured or likely to be injured by such failure or neglect, to 
investigate the matter and pass such order as he deems fit , and he may by 
such order also direct the defaulting proprietor to execute any portion of the 
work or pay any portion of the cost of the work . 

(2) If an order under sub -section (1) directs that the defaulting pro 
prietor shall execute a portion of the work, it shall specify the portion of the 
work to be executed , the time within which it should be done, and the estimate 
of the cost of such work prepared in such manner as may be prescribed . 

(3). On the defaulting proprietor refusing or failing to execute such 
work within the time fixed in the order, the work may be executed under the 
order of the Collector, the Punja Special Officer or such other officer authorised 
as aforesaid and the cost thereof may be recovered from such defaulter. 

33. Dewatering, etc., of padasekharam .-- (1) Whenever the majority of the 
proprietors of a padasekharam apply to the Collector, the Punja Special Officer 
or any other Officer authorised by the Government in that behalf , to arrange 
for dewatering that padasekharam for the purpose of paddy cultivation, it 
shall be lawful for the Collector, the Punja Special Officer or such other Officer 
to arrange the dewatering of such padasekharam and to recover the cost 
thereof from all the proprietors. 
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(2 ) The Collector , the Punja Special Officer or other officer arranging 
the dewatering of any padasekharam under sub -section (1) or any person 
or persons authorised by him to undertake such dewatering work 
shall, notwithstanding anything contained in any other law for the time being 
in force, have the right to enter upon any field in that padasekharam and 
install any machinery for the purpose of such dewatering and to execute any 
temporary work incidental thereof. 

(3 ) When any portion of the bund in any padasekharam has not 
been constructed or repaired properly, it shall be lawful for the Collector , 
the Punja Special Officer or any other officer authorised by the Government 
in that behalf, to carry out the construction or repair and to recover the cost 
thereof from the proprietors liable to carry out such construction or repair . 

(4 ) Whenever the cultivation in any padasekharam or in any field 
in any padasekharam is likely to be affected due to want of proper irrigation, 
and such want is caused by any obstruction or damage to or other wilful act 
or omission in respect of an irrigation work by any person , the Collector, the 
Punja Special Officer or any other Officer authorised by the Government 
in that behalf , shall have power to arrange the execution of any temporary 
work as is necessary to irrigate the padasekharam or the field, as the case may 
be. 

(5) The Collector, the Punja Special Officer or other Officer arranging 
any temporary work under sub -section (4) or any person or persons authorised 
by such officer to execute such work shall, notwithstanding anything contained 
in any other law for the time being in force, have power to enter upon any 
land and to do such work . 

(6 ) The cost incurred for the execution of any temporary work under 
sub -section (4 ) shall be recoverable from the person , if any, responsible for 
the obstruction , damage, wilful act or omission , as arrears of public revenue 
due on land . 


34. Work not to be executed if majority of proprietors do not want the work to 
be executed. - Notwithstanding anything contained in sections 32 and 33, the 
Collector, the Punja Special Officer or the Officer authorised by the Govern 
ment shall not execute any work under the said scctions, if the majority of 
the proprietors to be benefited by the work intimate in writing to the Collector , 
the Punja Special Officer, or the Officer authorised , that they do not want 
the work to be executed . 


35. Power of Collector , Punja Special Officer and Officer authorised under section 
32 or 33. — The Collector, the Punja Special Oficer or the Officer authorised 
by the Government under section 32 or section 33, may exercise such powers 
and perform such duties as may be prescribed , for the collective benefit of 
the majority of the proprietors of lands in matters connected with irrigation . 

36. Appeal. - Any person aggrieved by any order under this Chapter, 
of the Collector, the Punja Special Officer or any Officer authorised by the 
Government under section 32 or section 33 may, within such time as may be 
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prescribed , appeal against such order to the Government or to any office 
specially authorised by the Government in this behalf by notification in th 
Gazette, and the Government or such officer may thereupon pass such order 
as they or he think or thinks just and reasonable, after giving notice to the 
persons affected and hearing them if they appear . 

37. Režision . It shall be lawful for the Government to revise any order 
under this Chapter, of the Collector or the Punja Special Officer or the Officer 
authorised by the Government under section 32 or section 33, or any order 
of the Officer specially authorised under section 36 , and to pass such orders 
as are, in their opinion , just and reasonable, after giving notice to the persons 
affected and hearing them if they appear. 

38. Recovery of money :-Without prejudice to any other mode of recovery, 
any sum ofmoney payable by the defaulting proprietors or other persons under 
the provisions of this Chapter may be recovered as arrears of public revenue 
due on land . 


CHAPTER IX 


SAFEGUARDS FOR IRRIGATION WORKS 


39. Interference with the functioning of cross drainage works.- 10 person , 
except with the written permission of the Irrigation Officer, shall obstruct 
the proper functioning of the various cross drainage works, such as culverts, 
aqueducts , super- passages , syphons, weirs and allied works constructed for 
the safety of canals or channels. 

40. Obligation of ourners in respect of works affecting safety of canals.- (!) Every 
owner whose tank, well, pond or other reservoir is situated above any irrigation 
work, shall maintain the bunds ard surplussing arrangements of such tank, 
well , pord or other reservoir in a safe and efficient condition . 

(2 ) If, in the opinion of the Irriga tion Officer , the bunds or surplussing 
arrangements referred to in sub -section ( 1) are not ja a fit condition and are 
sikely , o endanger the irrigation work below , the owner concerned shall be 
served with a notice requiring him to bring such hunds or surplussing 
arrangements o a reasonably fit condition in such manner and within such 
time as may be specified in the notice . 

(3) If the owner fails to comply with the notice under sub- section (2) 
or does repairs which in the opinion of the Irrigation Oficer are unsatisfactory 
the Irrigation Officer may carry out the necessary repairs and the cost thereof 
shall be recovered from the owner as an arrear of public revenue due on land. 

(4 ) Against any order of the Irrigation Officer under this section, 
an appeal shall lie within one month from the date of communication of the 
order, to the Collector, and the decision of the Collector on such appeal shall 
bc final. 
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41. Mining or quarrying near Irrigation works.-- No person shall conduct 
mining or quarrying operations requiring the use of explosiveswithin a distance 
of one kilometre from the boundaries of an irrigation work without the written 
permission of the Irrigation Officer. 

42. Operation of sluice gates, etc. - No person other than the Irrigation 
Officer or other person duly empowered by the Irrigation Officer in that 
behalf, shall have the right to operate a sluice gate , regulator or flood gate 
of a reservoir, canal or channel of an irrigation work owned , controlled or 
maintained by the Government. 


43. Fishing in irrigation works.- No person shall have the right to fish 
in any irrigation work owned , maintained or controlled by the Government 
without the permission in writing of the Irrigation Officer and except in 
accordance with such termsand conditions and subject to the payment of such 
fees, as may be prescribed . 

44. Control of Navigation . - The Government shall have power to pro 
hibit by notification in the Gazette or to regulaie by licences or otherwise . 
navigation in any irrigation work . 

45. Letting out of water from canal prohibited.- No person other than 
an Irrigation Officer or any Officer duly empowered by him in that behalf 
shall let out water from an irrigation work owned , controlled or inaintained 
by the Government by cutting any bund or constructing a sluice or outlet or 
any other similar contrivance . 


CHAPTER 


PENALTIES AND PROCEDURE 


46 . Penalties.- (1) Whoever does any act in contravention of sub 
section (1) or sub -section (2) of section 4 or sub-section (1) of section 5, shall, 
on conviction , be punished with imprisonment for a term which may extend 
to one year, or with fine which may extend 10 one thousand rupees, or with 
both . 

(2 ) Whoever does any act in contravention of clause (c ) of sub -section 
(1) or sub -section (2 ) of section 8 or section 39 or section 11 or section 42 or 
section 43 or section 45 or any prohibition or regulation under section + shall. 
on conviction , be punished with imprisonment for a term which may extend 
to six months , or with fine which may extend to five hundred rupees, or with 
both . 

( 3) Whoever, without proper authority , 

(a ) injurcs, alters, cnlarges or obstructs any irrigation work ; or 

(b ) interferes with , increases, or diminishes the supply of water 
from any irrigation work ; or 


(c) interferes with or alters the flow of water in any irrigation work 
so as to endanger, injure or render less useful any such work ; or 

(d) being entitled to the use of water from an irrigation work, causes 
or occasions waste of the water in such irrigation work or interferes with the 
authorised distribution of water therefrom or uses such water in any unautho 
rised manner ; or 

(e) corrupts or fouls the water of any irrigation work so as to render 
it less fit for the purpose for which it is ordinarily used ; or 

(f) destroys or moves or otherwise damages any level mark or 
water gauge fixed by the authority of a public servant; or 

(g ) causes or permits any animal to graze or be tethered upon the 
bank of any irrigation work , shall, on conviction , be punished with imprison 
ment for a term which may extend to one year, or with fine which may extend 
to one thousand rupees, or with both . 

(4 ) Whoever removes or injures any tree or bush or grass or other 
vegetation intended for the protection of any irrigation work shall be punish 
able with imprisonment for a term which may extend to one month , or 
with fine which may extend to one hundred rupees, or with both . 

47 . Punishment for continuing offences. - Where any offence under this 
Act is a continuing offence, the offender shall be punished with a further fine 
which may extend to one-half of the fine prescribed for the offence, for every 
day during which the offence continues. 

48 . Enhanced penalty after previous conviction . If any person who has 
been convicted of any offence punishable under this Act is again found guilty 
of an offence involving a contravention of the same provision , he shall be 
punished on a subsequent conviction with imprisonment for a term which 
shall not be less than one month , but which may extend to six months and 
with fine which shall not be less than five hundred rupees, but which may 
extend to two thousand rupees. 

49. Cost of carrying out work to be recovered from convicted person . - Where 
any person is convicted of an offencementioned in section 46 the cost of remov 
ing the obstruction or interference or repairing the damage, alteration or 
injury to the irrigation work or of replacing or repairing the level mark 
incurred by the Irrigation Officer shall be recoverable from such person as 
arrears of public revenue due on land . 

50. Cognisance of Offences .- (1) All offences under this Act except the 
offences mentioned in clauses 4 (i), 4 (2) and 43 shall be cognizable. 

(2) The Court shall not take cognizance of any offence other than an 
offence referred to in sub section (1) except on a complaint filed by the 
Irrigation Officer . 
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51. Power to remove persons causing obstruction or damage to irrigation work. 
Any person in charge of , or employed in connection with , any irrigation work 
may 

(a ) remove from the land or buildings comprised therein ; or 

(b ) take into custody without a warrant, and without unnecessary 
delay make over to a police officer or in the absence of a police officer take or 
cause to be taken in custody to the nearest police station , 
any person who, in his view , 

(i) wilfully damages, alters, enlarges or obstructs any irrigation 
work ; 

( ii) without proper authority interferes w th the supply or flow of 
water, from or in any irrigation work so as to endanger, damage or render 
less useful such irrigation work . 

52. Payment of fine as reward to informant.- (1) Whenever any fine is 
imposed on a person for an offence under this Act, the Court which imposes 
such fine, or which confirms in appeal or revision a sentence of such fine 
or a sentence of which such fine forms a part ,may direct that the whole or any 
part of such fine may be paid by way of reward to any person who gave infor 
mation leading to the detection of such offence or to the conviction of the 
offender . 

(2) If the fine is ordered to be paid as a reward by a court whose 
decision is subject to appeal or revision , the amount ordered to be paid shall 
not be paid until the period prescribed for presentation of the appeal or revision 
has elapsed or where an appeal or revision is preferred , till after the decision 
in the appeal or revision . 


CHAPTER XII 


MISCELLANEOUS 


53. Offences by companies.- ( 1) If the person committing an offence 
under this Act is a company, the company as well as every person in charge of. 
and responsible to the company for the conduct of its business at the time of the 
commission of the offence shall be deemed to be guilty of the offence and shall 
be liable to be proceeded against and punished accordingly : 

Provided that nothing contained in this sub-section shall render any such 
person liable to any punishment if he proves that the offence was committed 
without his knowledge or that he exercised due diligence to prevent the 
commission of such offence. 

(2) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub -section (1), where an 
offence under this Act has been committed by a company and it is proved 
that the offence has been committed with the consent or connivance of, or 
that the commission of the olence is attributable to any ncglect on the part of, 
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any director, manager, secretary , or other officer of the company, such 
director, manager, secretary or other officer shall also be deemed to be quilty 
of that offence and shall be liable to be proceeded against and punished 
accordingly . 

Explanation. - For the purposes of this section. 

al " company means any body corporate and includes a irm or 
other association of individuals ; and 

( b ) " director in relation to a firm means a partner in the firm . 

54. Certain precisions of the Act to atriy to betty Irrigation works. The 
Government was , whether at the request of the local authority or other vise 
by notification in the Gazette , declare that any of the provisions of this Act 
or of the rules made thereunder shall be extended to and be in force in respect 
of any pezty irrigation work constructed or maintained by a local authorit ; 
subject to such aiterations or modifications not affecting the substance , as may 
be necessary or proper for the purpose of adapting them to the petty irrigation 
vor concerned . 


55. icquisition of private irrigation works.- ( 1 ) It shall be lawful for 
the Government to acquire any private irrigation woris if in their opinion 
such acquisition is necessar ; for the proper irrigation of lands or for any other 
public purpose . 

(2 ) The provisions of the Kerala Land icansition fcr. 1961 (% ) of 
1962 , shall apply in respect of an acquisition under suid-section (1). 

13 Where a private irrigation works is acquired by the Government, 
it shall, for the purposes of this Act. be deemed to be an irrigation work 
constructed by the Government at their cost. 

55. Pozce of entry , inspection , etc. - 1) Any officer of the Revenue 
Desartinent not below the rank ofRenue Inspector or of the Polblic Works 
Department act below the rank of Junior Engineer may, aiter such notice as 
may be prescribed , enter pon any land with or without assistants or work 
mea in order to make any investigation , inspection , test, examination , survey 
or measurement for the purpose of executing any wor s in connection with the 
construction of an irrigation work . 

( 2 ) Anv officer of a local authority , nor below the rank oi Executive 
Cfficer , mas, likevise , with or without assistants or workinen , enter upon any 
land in order to make any investigation , inspection , test, canination , surse 
or measurement for the purpose of executing any work in connection with 
i petty irrigation work or an irrigation work entristed to it under section 1 .. 

3 Where any damage has been caused to any irrigationsverk 
due to accident or other vise or where there is an apprehenderi canyer to my 

Chwost . any other reer cdo in suu.cction : 1 . or ub.cction , use 
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case may be, may , with or without assistants or workmen , enter upon any 
land adjacent to such work and execute the work necessary for the purpose 
of repairing such damage or preventing danger to the irrigation work . 

(4 ) In every case in which action is taken under this section, the officer 
taking such action shall fix and pay in the prescribed manner compensation 
to the proprietor of the land concerned for all damage or loss caused to such 
proprietor. 

(5 ) if the amount paid under sub -section (4 ) is not accepted , the 
officer shall refer the matter to the Collector who shall fix the amount of 
compensation in the manner. prescribed . 

57. Power to summon and examinewitnesses, etc.- ( 1) Any Officer empowered 
under this Act to conduct any inquiry shall have all the powers of a civil 
court while trying a suit under the Code of Civil Procedure, 1908 (Central 
Act 5 of 1908), in respect of the following matters, namely : 

(a ) summoning and enforcing the attendance of any person and 
examining him on oath ; 

(b ) requiring the discovery and production of any document; 
(c) receiving evidence on affidavit ; and 

( d ) any other matter which may be prescribed . 

(2 ) Every inquiry under this Act shall lie deemed to be judicial 
proceeding for the purposes of sections 193 and 224 of the Indian Penal Code 
(Central Act 45 of 1860 ). 

58. Bar of certain proceedings, etc.- (1) No suit, prosecution or other 
proceeding shall lie against the Government for any act done or purporting 
to be done under this Act . 

(2 ) No suit , prosecution or other proceeding shall lie against any officer 
or servant of the Government, for any act done or purporting to be done under 
this Act, without the previous sanction of the Government. 

(3 ) No officer or servant of the Government shall be liable in respect 
of any such act in any civil or criminal proceeding if the act was done in good 
faith in the course of the execution of the duties or the discharge of the functions 
imposed by or under this Act. 

(4 ) In the case of an intended suit against any officer or servant of the 
Government under sub -section (2), the person intending to sue shall be bound 
to give the officer or servant, as the case may be, one month s notice at lea :: 
of the intended suit with sufficient description of the cause of action , failing 
which such suit shall be dismissed . 

(5) Save as otherwise expressly provided in this Act, no civil court 
shall entertain any suit instituted in respect of any matter to which this Act 
applies 
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59. Water cess for unathorised or wasteful use ofwater .- (1) Any person being 
entitled to use water from any irrigation work causes or occasions waste of 
water and any person who unauthorisedly uses or takes water from any irri 
gation work to which this Act applies, shall be liable to pay , in addition to the 
penalties imposed by this Act, such water cess as the Collector may determine 
on the report of the Irrigation Officer, for the water wasted or used or taken 
unauthorisedly. 

( 2) Whoever abstracts or diverts water from a watercourse in violation 
of sub -section (1) or sub-section (2 ) of section 4 or sub -section (1) of section 
5 shall be liable to pay , in addition to the penalties imposed by this Act, such 
amount ofwater cess as the Collector may determine, for the water so abstrac 
ted or diverted : 

Provided that before imposing water cess under sub -section (1) or sub 
section (2), the Collector shall cause to be served on the persons concerned a 
written notice specifying the proposed amount of water cess and give them an 
opportunity of being heard if any objection is raised in regard to the imposition 
of such water cess. 

( 3 ) Any person aggrieved by an order of the Collector under sub 
section (1 ) or sub -section (2 ) may, if the Collector is not the District Collector, 
appeal to the District Collector against such order, and the decision of the 
District Collector on such appeal shall be final. 

(4 ) The order of the Collector under sub -section (1 ) or sub -section (2) 
shall, subject to the provisions of sub -section (3), be final. 

(5 ) Any amount due under this section shall be recoverable from 
the persons liable thereto as arrears of public revenue due on land. 

60. Recovery of cost of repairing damage when the offender is unascertainable. 
When the person causing any damage, alteration , enlargement or obstruction 
to any irrigation work without proper authority cannot, after such inquiry 
as the Collector may deem sufficient, be ascertained or identified, the 
Collector may, on a requisition from the Irrigation Officer, after giving not 
less than one month s notice to the proprietors of all la nds benefited by the 
damage, alteration , enlargement or obstruction , as the case may be, and after 
hearing their representations, if any, recover froin them , as an arrear of public 
revenue due on land, in such proportion as he thinks fit , the cost of repairing 
such damage, or of removing such alteration , enlargement or obstruction . 
61. Constitution of Irrigation Boards 

and their functions.- (1 ) The 
Governmentmay, by notification in theGazette, constitute an Irrigation Board 
for any area or for any major irrigation work for advising the Government 
or their officers on matters relating to the regulation of the distribution of 
water from any irrigation work and on such othermatters as may be specified 
in the notification . 

(2) The Government may, by notification in the Gazette , dissolve 
any Board constituted under sub -section ( 1). 


(3 ) An Irrigation Board shall consist of not less than five and not 
more than twenty members appointed by the Government : 

Provided that the non -official members shall have majority in the Board . 

(4 ) The term of office of a member of an Irrigation Board shall be 
three years. 

62. Power to make rules .- (1) The Government may, by notification 
in the Gazette, make rules to carry out all or any of the purposes of this Act. 

(2) In particular, and without prejudice to the generality of the 
foregoing power, such rulesmay provide for all or any of the following matters, 
namely : 

the delegation of the powers of the Government to the Board 
of Revenue, Collectors or other authorities ; 

(b ) the provision of such appeals and revisions as may be found 
necessary in respect of the orders passed by any authority to whom powers 
may be delegated ; 

(c ) regulating navigation in irrigation works, the grant of licences 
for such navigation and the levy of fees therefor ; 

(d ) the cases in which and the officers to whom and the conditions 
subject to which orders and decisions given under any provision of this 
Act, in respect of which no appeal has been specifically provided in this Act 
shall be appealable ; 

(e) the persons by whom and the time, place or manner at or in 
which anything for the doing of which provision is made in this Act shall be 
done ; 

(f) the conduct of business at the meetings of the Irrigation 
Boards and the relation between two or more of such Boards ; 

(g ) any other matter which has to be, or may be , prescribed under 
this Act. 

(3) Every rule made under this section shall be laid as soon as may be 
after it is made before the Legislative Assembly while it is in session for a total 
period of fourteen days which may be comprised in one session or in two 
successive sessions, and if, before the expiry of the session in which it is so laid 
or the session immediately following, the Legislative Assembly makes any 
modification in the rule or decides that the rule should not be made, the rule 
shall thereafter have effect only in such modified form or be of no effect, as the 
case may be, so , however, that any such modification or annulment shall be 
without prejudice to the validity of anything previously done under that rule . 

63. Saving of other laus.-- The provisions of this Act shall be in addition to , 
and not in derogation of,the provisions of any other law relating to any of the 
matters dealt with in this Act. 
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64. Repeal.-- The Madras Irrigation Cess Act, 1865 (VII of 1865 ), the 
Madras Irrigation (Voluntary Cess) let, 1942 (XIII of 1912 ), the Malabar 
Irrigation Works (Construction and Lary of Cess, Act, 1947 (VII of 1947) 
and the Madras Irrigation Tanks ( Improvement) Act, 1949 (XIX of 1949), 
as in force in the Malabar district referred to in sub -section ( 2 ) of section 5 of 
the State Re- organisation Act, 1956 (Central Act 37 of 1956 ), the Travancore 
Cochin Irrigation Act, 1956 (VII of 1956 ), except the provisions thereof 
which relate to betterment contribution , and the Kerala Irrigation Works 
(Execution by Joint Labour) Act, 1967 (20 of 1967), are hereby repealed . 

65. Validation . - Notwithstanding the provisions of section 64— (a ) the 
validity of any steps taken in connection with the construction of any irrigation 
work or of the levy of any irrigation cess made or hereafter to be made under 
any of the enactments repealed by section 64 shall not be called in question in 
any court of law on the ground that in sanctioning the construction of, or in 
constructing , the irrigation work benefiting the lands on which the cess was 
or is to be levied , the procedure laid down therefore as not followed or that the 
list of irrigation works was not published as required by any law then in force ; 
and accordingly any such work started may be continued and completed , 
any such cess may be levied and recovered and any such cess already levied 
may be recovered , as if this Act had not been passed ; 

(b ) any action taken for the acquisition of land for any irrigation work 
under section 22 of the Cochin Irrigation Act, VIII of 1111, repealed by the 
Travancore-Cochin Irrigation Act, 1956 , (VII of 1956 ), may be continued 
from the stage atwhich it was pending at the commencement of this Act, and the 
validity of any action taken or order issued after the repeal of the said Cochin 
Irrigation Act and before the commencement of this Act in connection with 
such acquisition shall not be called in question in any court of law .

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


Al present the following enactments relating to irrigation are 
in force in the different parts of the State : 

(i) the Madras Irrigation Cess Act, 1865 (Madras Act VII of 
1865 ); 

(ii) the Madras Irrigation (Voluntary Cess ) Act, 1942 (Madras 
Act XIII of 1942 ); 

(iii) the Malabar Irrigation Works (Construction and Levy 
of Cess ) Act, 1947 (Madras Act VII of 1947) ; 

(iv ) the Madras Irrigation Tanks (Improvement) Act, 1949 
(Madras Act XIX of 1949); 

(v ) the Travancore - Cochin Irrigation Act, 1956 ( T. C. Act VII 
of 1956 ) ; and 

( vi) the Kerala Irrigation Works (Execution by Joint Labour ) 
Act, 1967 (20 of 1967). 
It is considered necessary to 

enacl a uniform law on the 
subject applicable throughout the State, The Bill is intended for 
this purpose . 

2. The main changes made from the provisions of the existing 
enactments are the following : - 

( 1 ) According to the provisions contained in the Kerala 
Panchayats Act, 1960, all public water courses, springs, reservoirs , 
tanks, cisterns, fountains etc., vesi in the Panchayats. This right 
has to be taken over "hy Governinent in order to conserve and 
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properly regulate the use of such water. The Bill seeks to vest 
the rights on all public water courses in the Government. 

(2 ) The existing Acts do not contain provision for the entrust 
ment of the construction or maintenance of any irrigation work 
to a Co-operative Society or local authority . A good number of 
Lift Irrigation works are taken .up by the 

Government. The 
responsibility for the maintenance of these Lift Irrigation works 
now devolve upon the Government. THe annual cess collected 
from the Lift Irrigation works is not sufficient to maintain these 
works . According to the provisions in the Travancore -Cochin 
Irrigation Act, 1956 , the maintenance of Lift Irrigation works cannot 
be entrusted to Co - operative societies . The Bill contains a provision 
enabling the Government to entrust Lift Irrigation works to Co 
operative Societies for maintenance as well as management. 

(3 ) According to the Travancore -Cochin Irrigation Act, 1956 , 
a "No Objection Certificate " from the Revenue Divisional Officer 
or the Collector or the Government is required for taking up a 
minor irrigation work . Elaborate procedures are laid down in the 
Act for issue of " No Objection Certificate" and this entails consi 
derable delay in executing minor irrigation works. For the speedy 
execution of minor irrigation works the 

requirement 

of " No 
Objection Certificate " is proposed to be dispensed with in the Bill. 

(4 ) The effective functioning of an irrigation work mainly 
depends on the construction 

and proper 

maintenance of field 
bothies. The existing enactments do not contain any provision to 
compel the proprietors of lands within the ayacut of an irrigation 
work to construct and maintain necessary field bothies . The Bill 
contains provisions for the purpose . 

(5 ) In view of the increase in the cost of construction and 
maintenance of irrigation works, it is considered necessary to 
empower the Government to levy a higher rate of water cess. 
Therefore, the maximum rates of water cess proposed in the Bill 
are higher than the maximum rates provided by or under the 
cxisting enactments.

Sub - clause (3 ) of clause 1 seeks to empower the Government to 
bring the provisions of the Act into force on a single date or on 
different dates. Clause 2 (6 ) (g ) seeks to empower the Government 
to declare any work other than those specified in the clause to be 
an irrigation work . Sub -clause (1 ) of clause 4 seeks to empower 
the Government to make rules specifying the terms and conditions 
subject to which water may be abstracted for any industrial pur 
pose and the fees to be paid for such abstraction . Sub -clause ( 2 ) 
of clause 4 seeks to empower the Government to make similar rules 
in respect of abstraction of water by the installation of pump sets 
or other electrical devices for pumping water from a water course . 
Sub -clause ( 1) of clause 6 seeks to empower the Government to 
specify the area or areas in which construction of wells should 
be controlled . Sub - clause ( 2 ) of clause 7 seeks to empower the 
Government to publish a notification containing the prescribed 
particulars commissioning an irrigation work partly or fully . 
Clause 8 (d ) seeks to empower the Government to prescribe the 
authority competent to issue permits for the use of water for any 
purpose other than domestic purpose from any irrigation work 
owned or controlled or maintained by the Government. Sub . 
clause ( 3 ) of clause 12 seeks to 

empower the Government to 
prescribe the terms and conditions subject to which the maintenance 
lift irrigation 

work may be entrusted to a Co - opera 
tive Society of farmers. Clause 17 cinpowers the Government to 
prescribe the proportion, and manner in which the cost of con 
struction of a field bothy may be recovered . Sub - clauses ( 1 ) ani 
(2 ) of clause 19 seeks to empower the Government to prescribe the 
form in which the statements referred to in those sub -clauses are 
to be prepared by the irrigation officer. Sub-clauses ( 2) and (3 ) 
of clause 20 seeks to empower the Government to prescribe the 
form and conditions of permits and the manner in which permits 
are to be served or tendered . According to clause 21 any 
authority empowered by the Government may cancel or modify 
a permit. Sub - clause ( 2 ) of clause 23 seeks to empower the 
Government to fix the rates of water cess not exceeding the rates 
specified in the Schedule . Clause 25 seeks to 

empower local 
authorities to fix the rates of water cess for petty irrigation works 
not exceeding the rates for minor irrigation works. Clauses 32 
and 33 scck to authorise officers to exercise the 

powers and 
perform the duties under those clauses.. Clause 36 Seeks lo 
empower the Government to authorise oflicers to hear appeals 
from orders of the Colleclor, Punja Special Oficer, etc. Clause 13 
seeks to empower the Government to prescribe the terms and con .. 
litions subject to which permission may be given for fishing from 
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of any 
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any irrigation work owned or controlled or maintained by the 
Government and the fees to be paid therefor. Under clause 44 , 
Government have power to prohibit or regulate navigation in any 
irrigation work . Under clause 54 , Government have power to declare 
that any of the provisions of the Act or of the rules made there 
under shall apply to petty irrigation works. Clause 61 seeks to 
empower the Government to constitute an Irrigation Board for 
any area , and to dissolve the Board . 

2. Clause 62 seeks to empower the Government to make rules 
to carry out the purposes of the Act . Such rules may provide 
inter alia for the delegation of the powers of the Government to 
the Board of Revenue , Collectors or other authorities, the provi. 
sion of such appeals and revisions as may be found necessary in 
respect of the orders passed by any authority to whom powers 
may be delegated , regulating navigation in irrigalion works, the 
grant of licences for such navigation and the levy of fees therefor, 
the cases in which and the officers to whom and the conditions 
subject to which orders and decisions given under any provision 
of the Act, in respect of which no appeal has been specifically 
provided in the Act, shall be appealable and the conduct of busi 
ness at the meetings of the Irrigation Boards and the relation 
between two or more of such Boards . 


3. The matters in respect of which notifications or rules may 
be made are matters of procedure or detail or of an administrative 
nature necessary for the proper implementation of the proposed 
legislation . Further, the rules after they are made are subject to 
the scrutiny of the Legislative Assembly . The delegation ot 
legislative power is thus of a normal character .
